Blake), singing and a eulogy by George 
William Curtis, tho exorcises concluding 
with "America" and tho benediction. 


Mr, Curtis referred to tho Massachusetts 


custom dC eulogizing her dead heroes and 
statesmen; but this occasion was unique, in 
that a private citizen, who hold no office, be- 
longed to no party, swayed no votes, but sel- 
dom voted, and who, the greater part ot Lis 
life, spurned tho constitution as a body of 
Iniquity and tho Union as a yoke of oppres- 
sion, is eulogized by creat assemblies, official 
authority, tho press from sea to soa, and tho 
orator of to-day, all of whom aro loyal to 
party, revere tl:o constitution, maintain 
ibo Union, and hold tho ballot to bo tho most 
gacrcd trust, and voting tho citizens' highest 
duty. The spectacle of to-day is, therefore, 
the most significant ia our history. It is tho 
solemn public declaration that a life ol 
transcendent purity 
ot purpose, blended 


with commanding powers, devoted with nb- 
soluto selfishness and with amazing results 1:0 
tho welfare of the country and of humanity, 
is, in tho American republic, an example so 
inspiring, a patriotism so loft}' and a public 
•service so boneficiont that, in contemplating 
Shorn, discordant opinions, differing judg- 
ments and tho sharp sting of controversial 
speech vanish liko frost in a flood of sun- 
shino. 


Then Mr. Curtis reviewed tho lifo and 


times of Wcudoll Phillips. His first speech 
to tho mob in Faneuil hall was characterized 
as tho greatest scene in tho annals ot Amori 
can speech since Patrick Henry's electrical 
warning to Georgo the Third. The third
